says, the following is a copy: 
“Dear Bunny—It is a shame, since 
our affairs were going so smoothly. 
Don t care. The worst is that we c ar. 
only die. 
it was probably a mistake, 
as my wiie did not know of our af­ 
fairs. She may have done it purpose 
ly. 
MAC.” 
A hatch of letters said to have later, 
written by Miss Bromley to the prfi 
oner were confiscated by detectives at 
the MacFarland house. The missives, 
they say, overflow with endearing cpi 
thets, of which “My dearest," ‘ lie 
loved one," "My own," are some. It is 
said a requisition may be asked for to 
secure Miss Brumby as a witness. 
Detectives are keeping a close watch 
upon MacFarland. No one save his 
counsel has been permitted to sec 
him. Mr. McDermit visited him just 
before departing for Philadelphia and 
said later that he would have a physi­ 
cian examine the prisoner. He wo lid 
not say whether insanity would be 
made the defense. 
It is assessed by Mr McDermit that 
Mrs. Mac Farland heard of her bus 
band's asserted relations with another 
woman and also that certain jewelry 
and silverware worth 12000 she had 
owned trad been sold. 
If the police of Newark sure eed In 
having MacFarland, a former resident 
of Philadelphia, indicted by the grand 
Jury for the murder of his wife, they 
will depend upon Miss Bromley to 
supply a motive for the crime

police say that Mrs. MacFarland died 
from the effect of poison.

sentatives of the Hereford. Shorthorn 
ami Angus breeds were used iii this 
test. 
They were good cattle and were 
high grades, containing from one-half 
to seven-cig Ii I h*> pure 1*1* mm! 
The average of the five years’ work 
shows that where nitrogenous supple 
tnentary feed* were n»**d with young 
cattle, the rate of gain was greater 
than wbcu cora alone constituted the 
sole grain ration. 
This Is in line with

One explanation given by 
Professor MMinford is that the larger 
gains resulted Imm-husc of the palatal*!!

Pekin. China, Oct. 26.— The city of 
Sian, regarded us one of the govern 
Dicot s surest strongholds, has gone 
over to the rebels without a blow fiav 
lug been struck. 
Telegraphic communication with the 
place has been severed. The secession 
of this historic refuge of the Chinese 
court has badly shatter* d the nerves 
of the government. 
Sian, also known as Sl-Ngan and 
Nai-Ngan-Fu, is the capital of Shensi 
province, and has a population est! 
mated at 750,00®. 
Minister of W ar General Yin Chang 
holds his main force still at Sin-Yang 
Chow. He states that the rebels have 
4o0 guns, and ho declines to move un 
lea- ho is supplied 
with additional 
guns and ammunition and money with 
whi, h to [*ay his troops. The govern 
ment is making every effort to comply 
with these demands. 
Skirmishers at the advance posts of 
the government troops are k»e n< in 
touch with and observing the rebels. 
A number of emissaries from the rev­ 
olutionary * ami who were attempting 
lo how disaffection among the loyal 
soldiers were arrested, and it is be­ 
lieved were executed. 
Tile rebel forces are daily gaining 
adherents, and they are fortifying all 
points on the Yang Tse Kiana 
They 
sr* maintaining order at Chang S is 
and protecting foreigners. A .Japanese 
■teamer is sanding off that city ready 
to take foreigners on board jn case of 
emergency. 
Official 
reports from 
Anking and 
W u Hu state that the public is ex 
tret, cly restless. 
River steamers are 
making Kiu-Kiang their western ter 
minus. 
Klu Kiana, in the province of Kian 
SI. has fallen into the hands of the 
rebels. 
The government house was 
burned, but there were no other dis 
turbaned! 
The rel*el* also captured Hukow, a 
fortified town fifteen 
miles east of 
Kiu-Kiang 
The fall of Kin Klang and Hukow 
Indicates the spread of the revolution 
eastward 
It also Interrupts commu­ 
nication i***i ween Shanghai and Han 
kow, as heretofore wireless and post 
messages from Hankow 
have 
beep 
telegraphed here from Kiu-Klang. The 
American ships have attempted to es 
tabliah wireless communication along 
the river, but thus far without sue 
cess. The cruiser Albany has arrived 
No news from Hankow was receiv 
el, though rumors caused uneasiness. 
Thousands of 
refugees are arriving 
from Nani in. which ia reported as 
likely to fall In a few days. Wu-Hu Is 
the tuffet western point in the direr 
Hon of Hankow with which telegraphic 
communication is maintained.
